Bu t in v iew of the constitu tional 
prov ision that a President cou ld 
u se troojis to restore domestic 
peace in a state—prov ided a leg­ 
islatu re or gov ernor asked for 
them—how cou ld he ju stify u sing 
Article 10. Secnon 333, withou t 
su ch a requ est? 
In this case it wou ld hav e to 
b e on his own decision that Ala­ 
b ama law enforcement officers 
were u nab le, failed or refu sed to 
protect iLs citizens. 
Article 10, Section 333, is rooted 
in American history, almost to the 
v ery b eginning of the gov ernment. 
Presidents repeatedly hav e sent 
trooj).s into a state to stop v ariou s 
distu rb ances—ev en thou gh a gov ­ 
ernor protested Bu t consistently 
the excu se was to protect some 
federal law or fu nction or u phold 
a federal cou rt order. 
President Eisenhower at Little 
Rock in 1957 and Kennedy at the 
Univ ersity of Mississipjn in 1%2 
u sed troops to stop mob v iolence 
which was an attcmjv t to b lock 
a federal cou rt order that .Negroes 
b e 
admitted 
to white schools. 
They relied on Article 10, Sec­ 
tion 333. 
There was a difference in May 
19 61, when mob s of white segrega­ 
tionists stoned and b eat u p a nu m­ 


b er of “ Freedom Riders" going 
throu gh Alab ama on b u ses from 
Washington to New Orleans. 
At that time the President — 
throu gh his b rother. Atty. Gen. 
Rob ert F. 
Kennedy—sent more 
than 600 U.S. marshals into Ala­ 
b ama to protect the riders when 
Alab ama police were slow to do 
so. 
The 
JiLstice 
Department 
ex­ 
plained the action: to protect in­ 
terstate commerce (b u s transixir- 
tation) and to see that "other fed­ 
eral rights are giv en du e protec­ 
tion." The gov ernor of Alab ama 
at that time, John Patterson, pro­ 
tested. and. like Gov . Wallace 
now, said the action was u ncon­ 
stitu tional. 
The Ju stice Department didn’t 
gay pu b licly at the time it was 
acting u nder Article 10, Section 
a33. b u t it can b e said accu rately 
this was the case. 
If Kennedy u ses trooj>s to stop 
rioting in Birmingham it will — 
.so far as thi.s writer can learn— 
b e the first time a president took 
su ch action when no specific fed­ 
eral law, cou rt order or fu nction 
was at stake.

WASHINGTON — American pol­ 
icy on the Haitian crisis is to hav e 
someone on the grou nd to pick u p 
the pieces and pu t them together 
again, when and if the place ex­ 
plodes. 
This 
will 
av oid

mistake 
made on the other end of the 
island of Hispaniola after the as­ 
sassination of dictator Rafael Tru ­ 
jillo. The United States had b rok­ 
en diplomatic relations with the 
Dominican Repu b lic as a protest 
against its gov ernment. 
Getting 
b ack in to stab ilize the situ ation 
took a ma)or effort. 
U.S. Amb assador Raymond L. 
Thu rston in the Haitian capital of 
Port-au -Prince therefore has 
a 
nasty assignment cu t ou t for him. 
Flying ou t dependents of Ameri­ 
can diplomatic and military offi­ 
cials who remain in Haiti was 
first step of his plan of action. 
Dr. Francois Du v alier’s term as 
Haiti’s president ends a week b e­ 
fore he is schedu led to b e inau ­ 
gu rated for a second term on 
May 22. It is in this period, when 
there will b e no constitu tional gov ­ 
ernment, 
that 
the 
b ig trou b le 
cou ld come. 
Anything might happen. It cou ld 
b e a rev olu tion of the traditional 
Haitian b lood b ath v ariety. Du v a­ 
lier might b e assassinated. 
He 
might flee the cou ntry. Or he 
might pu t down the enemies with 
the su pport of his b lack mass v oo­ 
doo following. 
American 
officials 
minimize, 
howev er, the possib ility of an in­ 
v asion of Haiti from the Domini­ 
can Repu b lic. Its new president, 
Ju an Bosch, a refu gee from his 
own oou ntry for most of his adu lt 
life, has b een hav ing his own trou ­ 
b les in handling domestic recon­ 
stru ction. 
Ordering his army to the Hai­ 
tian b order for a threatened 50- 
mile downhill iTiarch on Port-au - 
Prince was a div ersionary tactic. 
It rallied opjxisition to his su p­ 
port. His prob lem now is to get 
off the inv asion hook as grace­ 
fu lly as he can. 
It is impos.sib le to conceiv e of 
• more tangled and confu sed situ ­ 
ation. The United States does not 
now intend to interv ene. 
It is relying on the Organiza­ 
tion of .American States mission 
sent b ack into Haiti for pacifica­ 
tion. If that fails, O.AS might ask 
the United States—which has the 


necessary ships, planes and men 
—to act as agents in restoring 
order. 
While the U.S. Nav y — really 
Marine—and Air Force military 
missions 
hav e b een 
withdrawn 
from Haiti at Du v alier’s requ est, 
a U.S. Military Assistance Ad­ 
v isory Grou p of 25 remains. 
U.S. tou rist trade which former­ 
ly accou nted for two-thirds of 
Haiti’s foreign exchange earnings 
has ev aporated. There has b een 
no American aid to Haiti for ov er 
a year. 
To keep a foot on the grou nd, 
the U.S. has agreed to finance 
enlargement of the Port-au -Prince 
airport, insisting that the work b a 
done b y an American contractor. 
The Du v alier gov ernment wants 
the contract for whatev er graft 
it can squ eeze ou t of it. 
In past Haitian crises the na­ 
tiv e army has b een the stab ilizing 
influ ence 
that 
restored 
order. 
Many of its officers were Ameri­ 
can trained. Some of the b est 
hav e 
disappeared 
in 
recent 
months. 
So far Du v alier has had the 
situ ation u nder a control of his 
own. The ru ral areas are largely 
qu iet. .All the trou b le is centered 
in the capital area. 
When it b ecame acu te at the 
end of April, Du v alier's own pri­ 
v ate army—the 500 'TTM or Ton- 
Ton Macnu tes — threw u p road­ 
b locks and su rrou nded the homes 
of his konwn opponents. 
Clement Barb ot, formerly one 
of Du v alier’s principal aides, now 
considered a principal riv al, dis­ 
appeared b u t may hav t escaped 
to the u ndergrou nd. 
I/)u is de Joie, a mu latto who 
was defeated b y Du v alier in last 
year’s primary—after which Du ­ 
v alier considered himself elected 
president withou t a regu lar elec­ 
tion—is now a refu gee in Domini­ 
can Repu b lic, adv ising Bosch. 
W’liile Sov iet Ru ssia su pports 
Du v alier’s cau se in the U.N. Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil, su ch Commu nists 
as are in Haiti are anti-Du v alier. 
A Czech trade mission in Haiti 
last March sold tractors on b adly 
needed credit b u t made no politi­ 
cal contracts. If there is a Castro- 
trained cadre in Haiti, it has not 
b een identified as su ch. 
A new œmplicating factor is 
the 
recent arriv al 
in Port-au - 
Prince of fou r memb ers of the 
Tru jillo family. They were inv ited 
b ack b y Du v alier and prob ab ly 
are u p to no good.

Hernia is a fairly common con­ 
dition that has not receiv ed as 
mu ch attention as it shou ld. 
It is estimated that hiatu s or 
diaphragmatic hernias may b e 
fou nd in more than half of all 
persons who are ov er 65. Thu s 
age appears to b e one factor in 
its cau se. 
It also is more commonly fou nd 
in persons who are ov erweight. 
In this condition, the u pper part 
of the stomach protnides into the 
thorax throu gh a weakening of the 
opening in the diaphragm that 
normally is occu pied b y the esoph­ 
agu s. 


either b lows most of the greens 
away or, in some cases, b lows 
the entire b asket away.

pu ll the b ottom 
of the hanger 
down as far as it will go and 
place the hanger ov er the rod, 
with the hook at the b ottom. The 
new loop at the b ottom of the 
hanger will accommodate three 
or fou r hingers the children can 
reach. To make regu lar hangers 
fit the children’s smaller clothes, 
b end the ends 
of the hangers 
down to fit the shou lders of their 
garments. — MR.S. J. M. K. 


If the enlarged opening is rela­ 
tiv ely small and only a small por­ 
tion of the stamach extends into 
the thorax, the condition may 
exist for years withou t cau sing 
any symptoms.

b leeding may occu r. 
In some persons the stomach 
slides b ack into its normal posi­ 
tion when the v ictim is standing 
or sitting, and the symptoms are 
present only when the su fferer 
lies down. If you r doctor su spects 
that you hav e a hiatu s hernia, he 
will want you to hav e a stomach 
X-ray. In persons with hiatu s her­ 
nia, the diagnosis Ls u su ally made 
withou t difficu lty if the X-ray spe­ 
cialist is told to look for it. 
If a person with hiatu s hernia 
Ls definitely ov erweight, it is es­ 
sential that he b ring his weight 
down to normal or a little b elow. 
In any case, he .shou ld eat small 
meals with v ery little fat. b ecau se 
fat slows u p the emptying of the 
.stomach. And the fu ller the stom­ 
ach, the 
greater 
the 
du stress. 
Nothing shou ld b e eaten in the 
three hou rs b efore going to b ed. 
If the hernia is the sliding type 
and Ls made worse b y lying diwn, 
sleeping in a semi-reclining posi­ 
tion may b e helpfu l. 
Medicines to reliev e symptoms 
are often prescril)ed, b u t they are 
only a stopgap, since they cannot 
remov e the cau se of the symp­ 
toms. 
If pain and heartb u rn are per­ 
sistent. the only su ra relief is op­ 
erativ e repair. This is especially 
important b ecau se, in addition to 
giv ing relief, it will prev ent seri­ 
ou s complications from dev elop­ 
ing. 
The 
operativ e 
techniqu e 
has 
b een perfected, and the resu lts 
hav e b een excellent.
